Mr. O’Brien reported there are many more requests than the grant money that Arlington will receive of 1.5 million. Due to 
the tough financial climate giant monies will be watched by CDBG to make sure funds aren’t to be used for funding of town 
services. The next step will be for the B.O.S. and Town Manager to approve grant recommendations then it moves on to 
Town Meeting. The Selectmen discussed further requests. Mrs. Mahon requested $8500 instead of $5,000 for A.H.S 
scholarships and money for an East Arlington traffic/parking study. Mr. Hurd requested $50,000 for resurfacing of North 
Union St. Park. Mr. Lyons requested $10,000 for racism training for employee education. Mr. Greeley requested $1500 
for an Alternative Transportation Program educating residents to alternatives to driving. Proponents of CDBG requests 
spoke explaining their requests. The Selectmen received the report and will wait to approve recommendations at an 
upcoming meeting.
